The revenue is not need- 
ed and is repaid in the growth of com- 
merce under the American Hag.

'^Oth Septc?aber, 1875. Upon the 
same day they wei e notified to proceed 
with the work, on the 24th Sept. the 
contractors requested permission to 
transfer their contract to Messrs. Reed 
filibs. of London, and Chief Commis- 
sioner Beaven in a letter of even date 
alljJwed the trassfer provided the con- 
ktruotion of the coflerdam was not de- 
layed thereby, and that ^tessrs. Reed 
Bros, of London assumed precisely the 
position . of Messrs. Haywaiid it. J E.v- 
KiNSON as'contractors. The contract, 
bond, etc., were not received from 
Beed Bros, it Co. until the -tth March, 
1S76, and from the SOth Sept. to that 

iloto tint- n qt-.rnlfO of -vrnrlr waS perform- 
ed on the cofierdam. The time set 
down for the completion of the work 
was nine months, so in taking office in 
February, 1876, the Elliott govern- 
ment found that the energetic Walki-;.m 
administration had allowed two-thirds 
of the time to elapse without even an 
expostulation. It has been rumored 
that there were substantial reasons for 
this gross neglect of an important work; 
— it has been said Reed Bnos. ife Oo. 
paid £600 for the privilege of obtain- 
ing; ft contract in British Columbia. 
We may here ask how much they 
would bo likely to give for another 
transaction with Mr. Walke.m's gov- 
ernment 1 In Mr. Walkeji's eyes the 
above is all clearly traceable to the im- 
becility of the Elliott administration. 
We think the intelligent public will 
judge difTDi-eiiLly. When Mr. Elliott 
came into power the finances of tlio 
province were in a deplorable muddle. 
The subsidies mortgaged — the country 
nearly $500,000 in debt, on public 
works account alone, and hordes of 
contractors bowling at the land office 
doors for their hardly-earned money. 
Mr. Elliott and his colleagues, by 
perseverance, the introduction ot a loan 
and the imposition of some light taxa- 
tion, succeeded in clearing up 
the financial horizon. In the face 
of all these difficulties the coffer- 
dam was proceeded with. The 
arbitration on the land for the dock 
site, (another comiilicntion the inucl.- 
abused Elliott government fell heir 
to) was settled and the land purchased. 
The cngineers-in-chief, in September, 
1876, trusted that their plans for the 
main dock works would be completed 
early in 1871 and reported the whole 
ot the pumping machinery shipped. We 
consider it clear from the above that 
under no circumstances could any work 
have been comnionred on the main 
dock works until the spring of 1S78. 
The cement left England in the winter 
of 1874-5, therefore by the s])ring of 
1878 the material wuh t/iir<' yi-rtrn 
old and over. All engineers agree 
that cement .should be used as 
soon after grinding as possible, and 
the best authorities are of opinion that 
it seldom retains any of its valuable 
properties for a greater period than 
two or three yf ins. jMessr.s. Kinipplk 
it Morris completed their plan.s, re- 
ceiving the approval of the Admiralty, 
without any interference on tlio part 
of Mr. Elliott, except to request their 
rapid delivery. In the face of these 
facts wo think it will require a very 
strong imagination to saddle the incon- 
ceivable blunder of purchasing hun- 
dreds of tons of cement years before it 
could pos.-.ibly be required on any other 
shoulders than those of Mr. Walicbji 
and his government.

Mr. Harris stated that the contract w.is 
awarded to Gilligan and Cathcart §179, 
the next lowest tender being \Yillis ]5ond 
at 8349. Tho contract included the re- 
moval of the earth. 

W'illia Bond, examined said: — made 
arrangements to move tlio earth, tlie con- 
tractors stating that thoy had to do it un- 
der tho contract. I was to recoivo p37 
for the work. I had removed a few loads 
whfiH Couns. Kinsman and Boyd came 
up. Kinsman said to mo, "Are you 
charging the contractors for moving the 
earth ( I replied, it ia not always that I 
laugh at a councillor; I work for silverj 
not for clay. Kinsman then sai^,' if' tho 
contractors have to pay you for this tlio 
sooner thoy discharcre you tiio bettor for 
them. I said to Cou.:. Boyd if the Coun- 
cil intended to move tn^^ earth at their 
expense I Bhotild like to have tho job. 
Boyd and Kinsman replied thoy had a 
man to whom they were going to give the 
work who was entitled to it. I asked who 
it Win. Thoy replied Mr. J. W. Wil- 
liams. At this time I was negotiating 
with Mr. Spencer to sell him the earth 
for §15. Questioned by Coun. Kinsman. 
Did I not tell Gilligan that ilr. Williams 
would bo hero to-morrow to take away 
the earth? No; I did not hoar it. Coun. 
Wriglesworth asked if ho (Bond) had of- 
fered tho conlraclai'.-i before signing the 
contract & sum of money to throw up the 
contract and let him take it? Mr. Bond 



wiis left in the hands of Mr. Harris and I 
had bettoraee Mr. Harri3aboutit,Lut that 
the low-est legitimate tender would get tho 
job. i afterwards saw Gilligan nnd oflTer- 
ed him $25 not to sign tho contrii.ct. He 
would not accept ray offer, j After, the 
cbntractoi-s had signed thej^ntiaoj^tiiey 
made an agroement with'^'nie to'romovo 
th^ijeartli for §37. 

^;(3omi. Vigelius examined — Did you 
sanction tho removal of tho earth by the 
City Council 1 Mr. Kinsman askod me 
if I would agree to its ron\oval by tho 
Council, or tho contractors would throw 
up tho work, having taken it too low. I 
answered that I would agree that tho 
Council should do it. Did you know that 
Bond had arranged with tho contractors 
to remove tho earth for ?37? Answer — I 
I did not. 

Coun. .Shakospoaro oxaminod — Did you 
consent that tho Council should remove 
tho earth ? Coun. Kinsman camo to me 
after tho contractors liad begun their 
work and 1 consonted to tho Council re- 
moving the earth. I did not know that 
Bond had agreed with tho contrilcto'.-i; to 
move tho earth for §37. 

Coun. Boyd examined — Coun. Kinsman 
and I went to see tho contractors soon 
afror thoy had begun the work;; The con- 
tractors wanted tho "Oouncil 'to "remove 
tho earth, as thoy had taken tlie work too 
low and could not make grub. Thoy hud 
contracted with Bond to move tho earth 
for §37, .and Bond was going to soil the 
earth for "a bit" a load. Bond told mo, 
when Kinsman and I wore at tho cistern, 
that he had contracted to take, «M;ay, tho 
l artli for §37. Coun. Kinsman and I 
concludod that it was better for tho Coun- 
cil to put on teams, take tho earth away, 
and use it on tho atrcota. Wo had not at 
this time arranged with any one to move 
the earth. 

Coun. Wrigloswortli examined — When 
tenders were received in Oouncil Bond's 
tender was §349, Gilligan's 8179. The 

city engineer's estimate was §347. I was 
.satisfipd that the contractors could not do 
the work for the money. I recominend- 
cd the street ocmmitteo that tho Council 
should remove the earth, as it was in spe.- 
cification that the City could claim the 
earth and remove it. I waa iiatiBiiod that 
if this was not donothe contractors would 
throw up the contract and it would cost 
tiic city more. 

Uijun. Kinsman exaiuined-^I said .n 
Council when tenders wero read that I 
wa.n sure that Gilligan could not do tho 
work for tho money. I talked afterwards 
with the City Engineer, who said that tho 
contractors ought to have sent in a price 
for moving tho earth along with thoir 
tender. I said the contractors have but 
little cxpcrionco and that wo ought not to 
exact too much from them. That wo 
might take the earth away, but that tho 
contract speciQed that the contractors 
should do it. I wont to seo tho contrac- 
tors when they wore working. Gilligan 
said: Wo wa.ut you to take the earth 
away. I replied, Vou have tho contract 
to do it. Gilligan said: It is optional 
with tho Council to do it or not. I said 
again: You must do it. 'Gilligan replied: 
Vou ought not to be too hard on a poor 
man, as you know it is optional with the 
Council to do it or not. Ireplied: Well,IwiU 
see the Council about it. Afterwards I 
sa>v Opuns. Boyd, Vigelius and Shakea- 
peitirei' " Tliey agreed that the Council 
should do the work of mdvingtheoarth. I 
went to sec Coun. McLean about it, but 
ho was put. I should hcvo said that I 
first saw Mr. Harris and heard from him 
that it was optional with tho Council to 
remove tlio earth or not. Boyd and 1 
talked over the matter as to wh in wo 
shou.Ul give the job tu remove tho *'ai th 
and agreed to give it to Mr. J. W. IVil- 
llama, as ho had not done any work .'or 
us of lato. Wo told Mr. Williams to aoi.d 
hia teams to do tho work next morning. 
Dii oclly after tolling Mr. Williams, Boyd 
and I went to Gilligan at tho work, and 
told Iiiiii that we would send teams to do 
tlic work next morning. Bond who was 
thcro said, why not l«t mo moyo tho 
eartli ! I answared, we have already got 
r. man to do it, you have just had a 8C9 
job. Then 1 said, aro you charging the 
contrpctors for moving tho clay'i Bond 
gave an evasive answer. I then said to 
liond, aro you selling it? Ho replied, 
"T am to get a bit a load for it" I said, 
that will not pay you. I askod Gilligan 
"If ho was paying Bond for moving the 
earth? Gilligan would not reply. I said, 
it you are you had better got rid of him. 
If Coun. Boyd's statement was correct, 
ill lit when Boyd and himHelf went to tho 
cibtarn to see the contractors, thoy, Boyd 
and himself knew thi'r tho oontractorn 
had agreed to pay Bond for moving the 
earth, then ho (Coun. Kinsman) would 
give up, as this was what Coun. McLe.tn 
had charged them Avith, but for his part 
he did not know it. 

Coun. Boyd, subsequently stated to tho 
Mayor that he wiahod to correct hia etate- 
mont, as on thinking tho matter over he 
folt convincod that Coun.

Mr. Boyd contendod that a man who 
had no vote should have nothing to do 
with the election and for that reason the 
chairman should come down. 

The chairman hoped that everyone 
would t^kc an interest in the election, as 
the city revenues were large, ai)d sliould 
be properly e.xpendetl. He th.^a called 
on CouiJ. McLean as a candidaKs for the 
mayoralty to address tho audience. 

Coun. McLean would not inflict a Innu 
Hiieoch on the ratepayers. He )iad donr 
his duty for tiiree year's to the bo.st of lii-; 
ability. Of course he could not please 
everybody. No one could .say that lie 
had gained anything himself by being a 
councillor. He had not spent any money 
iii improving liis own property. Ho hop- 
ed, if eloottd, to do liis duty without fear

feivto chair. (Applause.) 

Coun. Shakespeare, n.nid applause, 
jitafced that a few weeks ;,go Coun. Mc-

ation he came to the conclusion that he 
would take it up. ilenco his candidature 
for thn position lie now sought. He had 
been in tho conncil for four years and 
during that time ho had not been a silent 
member, as they r.U know. Last year he 
was placed at the head of the poll. That 
W.1S a proof that nho ratepa;fors had en- 
dprsedrl}is conduct. He th;n eniimnrat- 
e'd tho bylaws that bo had been the means 
of introducing. The §2 rwd tax had 
been repealed so far as re."

The sidewalk bylaw was tlicn referred to

tho books. Reference was niade to the 
statement of the e .\:-mayor that over SlOO,- 
000 had been spent on sidewalks. Such 
was not the case. The question of com- 
pensation was then alluded to and this 
matter v.'as one for tho incoming Council 
to deal with, and if ho wore a niemhor it 
should receive his favorable consideration. 
Tho financial statement was then dealt 
with and explained. The provincial gov- 
ernment had been paid over §1000 more 
than in 1880; police cost some §1400 
more; §1000 more hiid.'..,ljeon spent in 
priuthig; more had been paid for surveys. 
An old debt to tho ga.s company of iJl'lOO 
had boon wiped oil'; Beacon Hill Park 
had beoii improved; tho City Hall had 
cost over §2000, which had been paid; 
the Corporation seal cost S(!i;> and it was 
paid also. The total expenditure was 
over $12,000 more in 1881, while only 
about §5000 additional had been received 
as rovonue. He proposed if in tho Coun- 
cil next year to take one-tenth oil rciil- 
cstate tax forsi Jewalk purposes. This would 
bo sometliing over §3000 and would be 
amply suflicient for sidewalks. Ho knew 
he had a strong force against him amongst 
whom was the gas company. Ho was 
tho means of introducing the electric 
light scheme and tliat liad progressed 
favorably so f.:r. The present position 
of tile scheme was then explained. He 
iiopod no supportoi s of the ga.s eompanj' 
would he elected. (Applause and dis- 
sent.) Tho gas was not good or he would 
not object to pay for it, and tho electric 
light would give everybody light in the 
suburbs. It was a gr.ind success. 

Capt. Raymur doubted if it was a suc- 
cess and said that in San Jose they were 
taking down tiio towers as thoy were a 
failure. It was not a success there by 
any moans. In other places it was suc- 
ceeding. 

Tho speaker continued on the electric 
light riuestion. 

A Yoico— What about sewer.ige J 

Mr. Shakespeare would yet to that di- 
rectly. He would have retired from tho 
contest for mayor if some (jowl man had 
offered, as he would much rather bo in tho 
Council where his mouth would not be 
shut. (Laughter.) He would do his 
duty if oloctod and he hoped ho would 
receive the support of the ratepayers. 

On retiring lie wa.i again asked what 
about drainage ? 

Tho speaker was in favor of drainage if 
tho propertyholders would consent to 
raise a million of dollars for that puriiose. 
He failed to see how the (luostion could 
be handled with such a .small revenue. 
Still be was certainly in favur of a Hysteiu 
of sewerage if it could l)e carried out. 

Ex-Mayor Tumor wished to say a few- 
words in reply to Coun. Shakespewe.' He 
did not feel so much at liome as if ho 
were still Mayor, although he supposed 
his ulHce had not yet ceased. The only 
reason lie had for making the assertion in 
question at the Council was that at first 
he said that §50,000 had been spent and 
he had boon informed that the expendi- 
ture was a groat deal more. He then 
said that nearly §100,000 had been ex- 
pended. (Coun. Smith— §150,000 has 
been si»Mit.)Ho explained the working of 
the ohl aidowalkbylaw;and contended that 
much bad been done for the city under it. 
(Hear, liear.) All the §150,000 had been 
spent auiong the workingmon, everything 
except for the nails and ho hoped that 
nails too would some be made hero. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Shakespeare disputed the assertion 
I'f the Mayor amid much confusion. 

Mr. Turner proceeded saying that ho 
had not attended tho meetings of the 
Council very regularly lately becauso ho 
could do no good as the majority had 
everything their own way. It was for- 
tunate, however, that he was there tho 
other night to point out an absurdity in 
tho sidewMk bylaw. Tlie financial state- 
ment was then criticized in reply to tho 
explanation given by Coun. Shakespeare. 
On alluding to the electric liijht great con- 
fusion ensued and the speaker was obliged 
to desist. 

Coun. Wriglesworth alluded to his i)ro- 
mises a year ago, and remarked that bo had 
endeavored tocarryoutall his pledges. His 
votes had been conscientiously given. 
Tho expenditure had been kept largely 
within tho rovonuo and it should bo so. 
He thoiiglit tho late council had studied 
economy as much as possible. If re- 
elected he would favor some scheme for 
drainage and had moved for a surv oy for 
that purpose. Tho scheme might bo com- 
menced and worked at as funds vould 
admit. His property was in \.l\o ward 
aid no one should be elcotod ns council- 
lor who did not live in the ward. 

The chairman referred to the action of 
the late Council on tho school reserve 
question and tho carrying through of 
Yates street and cluuactorized their con- 
duct as scandalous. Ho was here inter- 
rupted with cries of "candidates, candi- 
dates," "out of order," "out of order," 
"that's not tho duty of a chairman," "you 
want to keep all th.o reserve for a cow 
pasture," and was obliged to cut his 
speech short. 

Mr. E, Crow Baker thought that per- 
haps all would ask the questson as to 
what ho came forward for in a ward 
where lie did not live, Ho had no axe to 
grind. (A voice-- "too tiiin, too thin.") 
Ho came fcjrward for Yates street ward 
just because his properly was not in that 
ward. His three principal axes wore al- 
ready ;,'rouiid, (laughter) namely, side- 
walks, roada and a coal oil lamp put on 
his corner. His services wc-ro at the dis- 
posal of tilo ratepayof.'s if they saw fit to 
elect him aiid in suc'ji a case he would do 
his duty. Ho came forward at the re- 
<iuijst of others. 

Capt. (i. CI. Walker came forward in 
tho inturosts of the whole city and not 
for .anj>(»articular ward. Like the former 
candidate ho had boon asked to stand and 
as he had plenty of time on his hands ho 
had conseiitud to do so. Ho had been 
tlireo years in the Council and knew some- 
thing of the sidewalk bylaw about which 
so much had been said. Ho dofonded 
tho repealed bylaw with considerable en- 
ergy and stated that no complaint should 
be made about it, still ho was glad it was 
repealed as the citj' could well afford to 
build the sidewalks. Ho was afraid that 
everybody would bo wanting them in 
every direction. He ivas in favor of the 
electric light, but thought the late mayor 
and council were in the dark respecting 
that question. He had no axes to grind, 
in fact could nbt uhdowtand ihsquostio:;. 
(Laughter.) Grinding axes was done out- 
side the council chamber and not around 
the council board. All had been done 
that he hr^d contendod for last year and 
didnotknow that he had anything to bring 
forward now. Referring again to tho 
sidewalk question ho said ho was for a 
louij time without a sidewalk past his own 
place and had to wait three years before 
lie could get pormiasioii to lay one down. 
Tliere was a man abo\o hini who owned 
four lots— . " .• 

Mr. Hoywood — Tlmt question don't re- 
quii-e any answer. 

Capt. Walker said he had always com- 
plied with the byl.-iwii. (You're right, 
Walker.) 

In reply to Mr. Crafta Capt. Walker 
said ho was in favor of drainage — a com- 



plete system — if money coiild be had at 4 
per cent. 

Mr. Shakespeare askeii wlmt was tho 
width of tho sidewalk in front of his 
(Capt. "Walker's) house ? . , . , 

Capt. Walker— Five feet. 

Mr. Shakespeare — How was it that 
eveiyone else had to lay an eight-foot 
sidewalk and you escaped with a five- foot 
one. 

Coun. Walker said he hid liis. sidewalk 
two years b,;foro the bylaw was passed. 

Mr. Yigelius said ho had attended all 
tho meetings and had tried to do his duty 
and if the ratepayers thought ho luid not 
done right ho asked them to elect some 
else in his place. He was in favor of the 
electric light and did not represent the 
gas company ; had secured a reduction 
in the water rates; had supported the 
public landing settlement on a Uttak of 
justice to the city. Mr. YAtes now want- 
ed comy/ensation — at least his agent did. 
(Voice— Why didn't you settle the two 
(piestionsat once;)' Hchadgreutconfidcnce 
in Messrs. renibertou and I'earae. Mr. 
Yatoa now asked to bu paid for having 
been allowed to put up a fence temporar- 
ily 22 years ago. 

Mr. Boyd, although he had no axes to 
grind had lot.s of axe-i on hund (laughter.) 
He referred to tlie attempt of Sir. Y'atos 
to got a slice of bind oil' Wharf streot,and 
said ho v. uUl oppose tho claim. He was 
in favor of u good sewerage system. The 
.sidewalk bylaw was illegal and the coun- 
cil that !iad passed it had no imwor to do 
.so. The electric llglit ho was in favor of 
and believed it would shortly bo obtained 
and tho city lighted by towers tir polos. 
It was the light of the future. Mr. 
Shakespeare had gone over most of the 
ground that he (Mr. B) would have gone 
over. Ho would do hia duty in {ho fu- 
turo as in tho ipast. 

Mr. 0. BoBsi — hope you will put a 
sidewalk down on Eupert street the liist 
thing yon do (laughter). 

.lOIlN'-'iOK STllKKr WAlll). 

Mr. Kinsman suid they wore familiar 
with his course in the Council and if they 
approved of it ho asked them to elect 
him; i£ not, let him stay at homo. He 
did not want to cut op the school reserve, 
but tho Government had ofioreil tho land. 
Was oppusodiotliueiectrielightuiitil ithad 
met with success in some other place. If 
elected he would do Ids duty by Johnson 
street ward. (Applause.) 

dpt. J. D. Warren said ho had been 
recpieatod to Stand and H the electors 
thought he would advance their intore.nts 
and elected him lio would endeavor to do 
liis duty. (.Applause.) 

J. Gosiiell said, if electml, lie would do 
the best he could; would watch o\-er the 
interests of the city faithfully and do his 
duty. The iiitrodiictioa of the electric 
light was premature at this time. 

In .'iiiswer to Air. Shiikospearo Mr.Gus- 
ncU said that if elei 'od he Would support 
the electric light if tho city could be 
lighted for 5!2000. 

To IVIr. Ihinster Mr. (loanell replied 
that he would sunpfut the opehing of 
Johnson street to Fort. 

Mr. ,1. W. Carey said, if elected, ho 
would do his duty. He had no axes to 
gritid. Tiie ratopaj'ors h:n\ decided in 
favor of the olontric light and he would 
go in for giving it a trial. If it was a auc- 
cosH the trial wutjd coat the city nothing. 
He w-as sorry the opinion of tho city bar- 
rister had iirejiidged the public landing 
question because it had boon in Mr. 
■Yates' possession for 20 yc.xrs. Ho was 
of opinion that Yates had all the pro- 
perty ho had ever paid for. Ho favored 
tho putting of streets through the .ichool 
reserve, deflecting the lines a little. The 
Con^oration had exceeded thoir authority 
in many cases — especially in the matter 
of tlio sidewalk bylaw, q'jiat bylaw had 
a retrospective application. Tiie corpora- 
tion had no such power. During tho last 
3'oar the city barrister had appearyd for 
tho city and Mr. Yates, too- Ho was also 
president of tlio Q as Co. If he octed'for 
Ijoth sides in the Supreme Court ho would 
bo struck oft' tliB t olls. He (Carey) was 
in favor of low taxation, and attacked the 
waterworks policy of the Council. If 
returned he would do the ciliKcns justice. 
(Applause.) * ' 

Ja.mh.s bay w.Aitn. 

Mr. Walter Shears had had no intnn- 
tion up to a week ago of olVoring himself, 
and a pressure of business lately had pro- 
venteil him studying up the most import- 
ant topics of the municipality; but he 
promised if returned to serve the city 
faithfully. (Cheers.) 

]Mr. A. J. Smitli said he hud served for 
the last three years in the Council and 
again o'i'crcd himsolf for election. He 
had aor'.'od to the best of his ability. He 
had had enemies in and out of the Coun- 
cil and had stood almost alone; but he 
had done his duty (hear). He denied that 
tho waterworks were n burthen on the 
city. Having had charge of them last year 
he would now report that the water works 
had brought tho city in a revenue of over 
§1980 (cheers and " you'll bo elected "). 
Includingtho§7u0paid Jlra. McKonidefor 
land the waterworks earnings tliis year 
were upwards of ^700. Tho city surveys 
were next referred to and Mr. Smith 
stated that a proper system of sewerage to 
Ross Bay would cost §150,000. 

Mr. Gary — How can you drain v.'ator 
up hill ) 

Mr. Smith — You a survcyor,Mr. Carey, 
and not known that the level of Ross Bay 
is tho same as that of Victoriaharbor l You 
can't drain sowerago into Victoria harbor 
— wouldn't be allowed to do it. With re- 
gard to the opening o{ the school reserve 
ho said that a majority of tho Council 
had voted to open Yates street through it. 

Mr. H. Mitcholl — V/ho gave tho job out 
at day's work ? 

]\Ir. Smith--TIio majority ot tho Coun- 
cil — the books will show that tho work 
has cost §2000.. 

iMr. Shakespeare — No such thing. 

Mr. Smith — Gall tho assessor and he'll 
tell you what it has cost. At first it Vas'in- 
tended to take 45 feet off the reserve and 
45 feet off tho Hudson Bay Co. 's land; 
but at last it w;...i intended to take all tho 
land off the reserve. Ho w.13 in favor of 
tho electric light if it could bo mado a 
success. At the last meeting at his(Smith'8) 
suggestion Coun. Shakespeare had made 
a motion that the Council should 
be the solo judge of the light, when 
Coun. Boyd exclaimed, "Hoot, inon, 
yc'v.i kill't to lioht !" (Roars of laughter 
and a voice — You've taken some of liis 
blend, j Well, I haven't, but I'll take a 
'wee drap' with you." (Laughter.) Ho 
next took up the survey and public land- 
ing questions and said Mr. Pcarso told 
him that Wharf street was only 50 feet 
wide. Mr- Yates is just as much entitled 
to compensation, if ho gave up land to the 
city, as any other citizen. The amount 
of compensation ho was .entitled, to, jvas 
loft with the arbitrators. (V oico'^- Who's 
got Y'atos' contract ?) No one; but I hope 
I'll get it. It had been stated that he and 
Mayor Turner w-ere interested in that 
contract. That was a lio. He stood on 
his own bottom and would do the best he 
could for tho city .always. Reference vraa 
next made to th.o condemnation of tho ma- 
jority of tho Council in ordering coal oil 
lamps by a mooting of the ratepayers. 
(Mr. Shakespeare — "Bogus.) Is was not 
bogus. That meeting was genuine and the 



contractor was paid in un HUdefhaiul man- 
ner. 

Mr. .Shakespeare explained *'iat Mr. 
H.iyward, tho contractoi*» Owcd the cor- 
poration money and one accouP' was set 
ofl' against the other. 

Mr. Smith said that thp 'piofl. adopted 
was not regular. If elected • He Would do 
his duty. (Cheers.) 

In reply to Mr- MdV^llau Jlr. Smith 
said that the sidewalk byii'V t*''"*!* drawn 
by the late Mr. Robcrtsoii. Ho would

Mr. McMillan—Can you explain why a 
sidew.ilk Was laid down on {,110 side of 
Korth Park street and not oa t\io other ? 

Mr. Smith— Because the paf^'os living 
on one side of North Park atj.cot did not 
vote for the sitting connpiliors. (Cheers, 
laughter litid '^too, tWh.,")

Mr. A. Wilson sflid ho Imd J>o axe to

.T have gone over the ple.idings, arguments 
and evidence :in this case ag.i.in since the 
heiriiig with great care. 

I am of the opinion that tho jiart.ier- 
ship claimed by tho ii'ic.fencc wa.i not 
proved against the plaintilf. Wh.\t w.13 
proved was that tho plain'all', Edgar Mar- 
vin, supplied goods, hardware, fruit and 
soforth at original cost, vithout any 
charge for commbsion, rnai the money or 
credit necessary to buy them, to the de- 
fendant, a trader living and trading in 
Alaska Territoiy and he furnishett him 
from time to time with regular invoices 
and accounts current; and all thin on con- 
dition of getting half tlie )profit vihici; 
would remain over to the dotondant from 
the sale of the goods aftor dcfondar>t had 
paid remittances from tit.io to time for 
tho C9"t, freight and charge;; thereon; and 
that this agreement went f-om the 21st 
November, 1807, to the Is^ of January, 
1870, at which date tho defendant owed 
tho plaintiff a balance of §2804.85. That 
then or about tltat time J. LuKinkcad, as 
tho agent and attorney in fact for Marvin, 
conipromised the above claim against tho 
defendant for §2000 cash and a claim or 
ardor of defendant against W. S. Dodge 
for §289, whicli subsequently proved 
worthless. 

It ap ears that Whitford gained con- 
siderably by tho compromise. Marvin's 
claim through Kinkead was for tho bal- 
ance due aspcraccountrendered,§2S04.85 
and half profit on the sale of the goods, 
§500. Total, §3^04.85. 

The agreement with Marvin through 
Kinkead was for cash, §2000; Dodge's 
note, §289— total, §2289, a sacrifice on 
Marvin's original demand of §1015.85. 

Defendant, however, at the time of tho 
compromise had not tho cash at hand ta 
pay up tho §2000, consequently Mr.rvin 
entrusted Kinkead as such agent duly 
authorized thereto, or himself directly 
accepted from time to time divers cash 
payments from defendant to plaintiff on 
account of such comproniisu until by the 
27th of Soptombor, 1871, Marvin had ro- 
cfiived $1G25.C8. 

The cash paid on account of dofondunt 
by the plaintitl', §80 + §7.35 = §87.;!r), 1 
don't think was sufliciontly shewn to have 
been advanced at defendant's request. 

No attempt was made to adduce cvi- 
donco that defendant before tho six years 
prior to the commencement of this action, 
namely, on tho 1st May, 1873, as alleged, 
had been on shore at Fort Simpson and 
the Naas, and so had then como within 
the jurisdiction of tho Court; vhich, if 
ploarly proven, would no doubt huvc bar- 
rod the action under the stntuto of limi- 
tation. 

And this I think the exorcise of a very 
wise discretion:— for the debt once shewn 
to be honestly due by a person living 
where no debt is collectable, as Alaska, 
tho «;iu.i probandi would have been strict- 
ly on tho defendant; and he would havo 
been called upon to prove his coming into 
the jurisdiction nt tho time laid by such 
irrefragable evidence as would satisfy a 
jury that ho really had been there at the 
given time. Unless that could be done 
ho must be taken not to have been there 
at all; and the debt proved to be still 
deemed suoable. 

He kept no accounts, no memoranda, or 
any otlior documents which would have 
been necessary in case of a partnership 
such as ho alleged he though the had en- 
tered on, none ovon of the actua.l payments 
he had made; not even a cash hook. He 
might easily, therefore, thought ho had 
paid up more than he had and have acted 
so far bona fide in rciisling tho claim. 

1 cannot allow interest in thiscaso; but 
tho verdict must bo for plaintiff' for 
§374.32, and I adjudgo accordingly.
